SCOVILLE SCOLDED. 


Guiteau Denounces His Broth- 
er-in-law. 


More Witnesses Describe the 
Shooting of Garfield. 


Proceedings in the Trial of the Assas- 
sin— Washington Gossip—Po- 
litical News. 


The Guiteau Trial, 

WASHINGTON, November 18.—Long before the 
hour of opening the Oriminal Court several 
hundred ladies and gentlemen assembled in the 
eastern corridors and patiently awaited ad- 
mission to the court-ronom. At 9o0’elock the 
prison van drove up, and Guiteau, clutching a 
huge bunch of papers in his manacled hands, 
shuffled hurriedly into the building. There 
wasamarked absence of noisy demonstra- 
tionon the part of bystanders, yet Guatteau 
plainly betrayed a fear of sudden violence 
which always marks his movemeuts whenever 
he deems himself at all exposed te danger. He 


was taken to the prisoners’ room 
and devoted himself to reading the 
papers. At 9:30 the seats reserved 


for the general public were entirely filled, 
four-fifths of them being occupied by ladies. 
Upon the opening of the court Scoville re- 
quested the courtto take frome measures te 
prevent the prisoner from giving to the publie 
his unautborized communications, and also to 
prevent the annoying interruptions of the 
prisoner in the court-room. This brought 
ona scene, during which Guiteau demanded 


that Scoville should go out of the case; that he 
was nocrimina! lawyer, and had no sense; 
that he talked one thing to him 
in private, and another in public. Scoville 
endeavored to explain to the court, 
hut Guiteau became more and more 
excited and adaressed himself alternately 
to the court, to Scoville and 
the bailiffs who were endeavoring to keep him 
guiet. To the Court: ‘‘I represent myself, 
your Honor, and I shall doas I please about 
counsel,’’ Then turning to Seoviile: ‘*You 
bave no capacity, and 1 won’t have you man.- 
ave ny case.’”’ Then turning to the bailiffs he 
shouted, 
‘*YOU MIND YOUR BUSINESS, 
you confounded fools, you ain’t got any 
sense.’’ The court again stated to the pris 
oner in decided terms that he would order his 
removal and proceedin his absence. To this 
c;uiteau shouted, excitedly, ‘‘I don’t care if 
.ou do. The courtin banc will reverse you, 
avd 1] will getatrial. You have got no right to 
remove me,.’’ 
The court replied in terms whith 


well, lehail do so if you persist n any more 
disturbance, and taere are precedents tu 
this Court for such rulings.’’ Whispered con- 
sultation between Guiteau and Scoville fol- 
h.wed, The former,apparently convinced ,su?- 
sided into absolu’e quiet and devoted himself 
to his papers. District Attorney Corkhill then 
offered in evidence certain letters which were 
vesterduy read to Biaine and identified by 
bim. E.D. Wagner was then cailed as a wit- 
ness, but tailed to respond. Jos. K. Sharpe 
wasthensworn. Did not see the shooting,but 
tawthe prisoner attempting to escape and 
witnessed the arrest. 

ELLA M. RIDGLEY 
testified to hearing a conversation between 
Guiteau and the hackman whilethe former 
was arranging to be drivento the cemetery. 
She also witnessed the shooting and gave her 
evidence in a clear and straightforward man- 
ner. She was closely cross questioned bg 8co- 
vile, but adhered strictly in every particular 
to her evidence in chief. Being questioned as 
to Guiteau’s manner when talking to the 
hackman sbe said he was pale and appsared to 
be troubled. She thought he must be going 
out to see the graves of some dead friends. 
Witness described minutely the shooting, the 
relative positions of the parties at tne time 
esch shot was fired, and was positive the first 
shot took effect, as the President threw up nis 
hards and commenced to sink down. At the 
second shot Guiteau stepped two or three steps 
nearer and held his arm higher. Witness 
proved to be the best one yet examined upon 
the incidents of the shooting. 

JOHN A. DAVIS, 

gatekeeper at the Baltimore and Potomac 
depot, wascalled. He merelycaughtaglim 
of the prisoner after he was arrested. During 
the examination of these witnesses Guiteau 
was apparentiy absorbed in his papers. Whea 
allusion was made to his having the appear- 


ance of a person visiting the gravesof dead 
friends, be glanced: guickly at the witness and 
aliowed a faint smile to linger for an instant 
about his gutta-percha- hued —_ 

Wm. F. Barker was called, but failed to ap- 
pear. 


WM. 8. CRAWFORD, 

wagon driver, saw the firing, could not see the 
President, but distinctly saw Guiteau aim and 
He was questioned 
by Scoville at some length, particuiarly as to 
bow Guiteau wore his bat on that occasion. 
Guiteau put his haton, remarking: ‘‘They’re 
all mistaken on that hat business. This is the 
way I wear my bat.’’ 

Witness: Well, perhaps that is the way he 
had it, only net quite so far back. 


JNO. R. SCOTT, 
special officer on duty at the depot, was 
at the south gate when the first shot was fired. 
Attbe second shot he ran inthe gate and 
across the hall and saw Park holding a man. 
It was Guiteau. He (Guiteau) said ‘*! will goto 
jail, but I want Gen. Sherman to have this let- 
ter.’’ Assisted in taking the prisoner to the 
police station. On the way,Guiteau said: ‘‘I’m 
a Stalwart and Arthur is now President.’’ 
Witness then detailed the incidents attending 
the searching of the prisoner at the station and 
the finding of the pistol upon his person, 

District Attorney Corkhill then 
handed the pistol to witness, who identified it 
asthe one taken from the prisoner. There 
was a neticeable stirin the court-room and a 
cranipg of necks inevery part of the room 
with the whispered exclamation, ‘‘Tnere’s the 
weapon that killed poer Gartfield!'’ The pistol 
was banded around and examined by the jary, 
their attention being called to the fact that 
two barrels were empty and four still loaded. 

EDMUND L. DUHANY 
witnessed the shooting and described the 
scenes connected therewith. He saidia his 
opinion Guiteau bad a bad face. 

Scoville desired this portion of the evidence to 
be stricken out, unless the witness wouid state 
in what particular feature the prisoner had a 
bad face. 

Witness insisted that was his impression from 
the prisoner's general appearance. 

Scoville then, quite mary: ‘*I don’t want 
any Opinionsfrom you. ave you ever 6x- 
pressed an opinion on this case?’’ 

Witness: I have, sir, frequently.

LABOR CONGRESS, 


Resolutions Adopted Denouncing .Chinese 
Labor—Uther Proceedings. 


PITTSBURG, November 18.—When the Labor, 
Congress re-convened tnis morning Mr. Barg- 
man, Of California, presented the following 
resolutions. 

WHEREAS, The experience of the lIast 
thirty years in California and on 
the Pacific coast having preved con- 
clusively that the presence of Gbhimese and 
their competition with free white labo,’ is one 
of the greatest evils with which any country 
can be afflicted ; therefore be it 

Resolved, That we use our best ef- 
forts to get rid of this monstrous 


evil, which threatens unless cheeked, to 
spread to other parts of the Union bY the dis- 
semination of information respecting its tone, 
neture and character, and by urging n our 
representatives in the United States 

the absolute necessity of passing laws entirely 
are os the emigration of Chinese into the 

Inited States. 

This resolution occasioned a heated debate, 
Mr. Cummings, of Mississippi, opposing it 
swongly. Upon a vote being taken, however, 
it was adopted as received. 

Mr. Goipe:z, ot New York, offered a resolu- 
tion, which was adopted, concerning ghe man- 
ulacture cf Cigars in temement houses,-charac- 
terizing their! manufacture as detrimental 
to the interests of manufacturers and injurious 
to the tenant-workers. The chairman of the 
committee on a vian of organization, pre- 
sented a paper suggesting a basis of represen- 
tation in the Congress of the Federation, as 
tollows: ‘‘From national or international 
usions for 1,00 memLers or less one delegate, 
for 4,000 two delegates, for 8,000 three delegates, 
ior 16,000 four delegates; for 82,000 five.dele- 
gates,andsoon.

was a common remark among those convers- 
ant with gunnery that such a scheme as this 
of Capt. Eriesson’s could hardly be a success 
because it was in direct opposition to, the law 
which does not allow of a projectile being 
fired through matter of one density, as air 
into matter of greater density, tike water, an 
a direct course maintained. There must be a 
deflection. Simply stated, every one knows 
that when a person fires a ball from 
a rifle at an angle into a body of 
water, the ball will ricochet, as does 
a stone when thrown on such 4 surface. 
Throw a projectile from shipboard directly into 
the water, and, no matter how true the aim 
at the object it is intended to hit, such aim 
will be defective unless allowance is made for 
the deflection, as every one who has tried to 
spear fish knows. If, however, 4 projectile 
could be fired through a series of matters 
ef constantly and regularly increasing 
densities from air to water, accuracy could 
be obtained, put necessarily at the ex- 
pense of force. The projectile used in Capt. 
Ericsson’s gun is, like the most approved 
torpedo now in use, cigar shaped, pointed at 
both ends. The method of construction and 
the use of the temporary air valve at the muz- 
zie of the gun already alluded to enable 
Capt. Ericsson to set at defiance this law of 
nature, or rather toovercomeit. The gun 
is an air-chamber made virtua'ly bermetic by 
the bulging center of the projectile fitting 
tightly inthe bore. When by the explosion 
of powder in its rear the projectile is throwa 
from the gun, the temporary valve is torn in 
pieces and a volume of air forced with the 
projectile into the denser mass—water—thus 
making it an easy pathway for the projectile, 
and one that insures for it accuracy in its 
flight by decreasing the resistance to be over- 
come. Nowthatthe problem is solved, the 
way in Which toe lawis overcome is astouish- 
ingly simple. Tbe ruivs of displacement gov- 
ern, of course, after tais, the accuracy of 
fi:ebt. 

Ready for use, this cigar-shaped torpedo 
consists oftbree parts. Theend which eir- 
ries the firigg-pin is of brass, the pin itse!f 
neing of steel, andits end cup-shaped, so 
thetits edges will cut into whatever object it 
may strike ana thus be driven back so as to 
explode the fulminate cartridges which ex- 
plode the aynamite placedina chamber just 
in therear, Which, inthe size of projectile, 
used yesterday, is to contain 340 pounds of 
dyrvamite—the largest charge ever piaced in 
an explosive. The remainder of the torpedo 
is the customary hollow air-chamber of iron 
cr copper, aud tothe exterior of tbe rear of 
this are fastened tins of flanges which steady 
the flight of the missile tharough the water. 
In order that the temporary value in the 
vul’s muzzie may not explode the torpedo as 
it starts onits jouruev,2 hole three inches in 
diameter is lefc in the wooden Valve, and 
covered only with a thin sheet of rubber 
of sufficient thickness to keep the water out 
ofthe gun. Between the projectile, as it 
restsin the gun ready for firing and the 
breech-block, is an air-chamber, where the 
explosive material to an amount in bulk oae- 
thirteenth the capacity of the chamber is 
placed, this giving all the force necessary to 
carry the projectile from 300 to 700 feet. It 
is considered necessary to throw the torpedo 
before it accomplishes its work, as Tae De- 
stroyeris intended for work at short range, 
its armament and speed being such that its 
inventor proposes to send itiatothe midst 
of a fleet to perform its mission. T['hen 


its maneuver can be so quickly con- 
trojied that huge vessels will be ua- 


able to bring ite guns to bear on the little 
tormentor before it has ended their power 
and usefulness by blowing theminto atoms. 
‘To its operations in this way there is but one 
obstacle, and that is to be met with iu offen- 
sive rather than defensive warfare—:he 
spreading of an iron net-work about the fleet. 
Whether the projectiles could penetrate such 
a net-work witbout explosion isa question 
that actual use under such circumstances can 
alone decide, though its inventor claims that 
it will Go even this. Inthe experiment mage 
yesterday aagummy projectile was used, tnat 
it, one made of wood and with no torpedo in 
it. This was discharged frem the cannoa by 
the use of twelve peunds of giant powder at 
a target net of Manila rope and wooden slats, 
at 300 feet distance. The muzzie was six feet 
ard six inches below the surface, and 
the projectile passed through the tar- 
get five feet under water, and appeared on 
the surface 100 feet farther in-shore, and 
rode on the water at a considerable speed for 
200 feet mcre, making a distance of 600 feet 
traveled in ail. The pr jectile, which was 25 
feet and 3 inches in length, travelei through 
the water to the point of appearance on tae 
surface, 400 feet in three seconds, and this 
with acharge of but 12 pounds of powder. 
The gun is fired by eectricity by the wheels- 
man, Who, througn his look-out, must aim 
und discharge the gun in accordance with his 
bestjudgment as to effectiveness.

could successfully defy the combined navies 
ofthe world Size and armaments can have 
no further terrors to a navy with a score of 
those little fellows, that a naval officer would 
oem feel ashamed to fire upon.

A fleet of cruisers 
with a couple of these Destroyers on board, 
ready to launch ata moment’s notice, could 
bid defiance to the most poweriully iron- 
protected fleets.”

Stiles was with him at the time, but did not 
know for half an hour afterward that Mc- 
Cauley was dead. In fact, he did not know 
much about anything for a while. Stiles and 
Bradley, as soon as they rallied a little, mov- 
ed him up on h.s bed and wrapped him in a 
blanket. Yerdon gained strength enough to 
get on the horse and started for Tom Sunn’s 
ranch, about thirty miles from the spot, and 
hadahardtimeot it. He passed Conor’s 
ranch ten miles from the campand found 
his (Counor’s) cook there. He told 
him whatjhadjbappened. This was Friday, 
November 4, about 11 a.m. Connor’s covk 
went over to the unfortunaites and found the 
living ones in a very sad state. They had not 
eaten anvihing nor were they very hungry. 

he cook made them some tea and hurried 
away to direct any relief party that might be 
en route. Friday night Yerdon reached Tom 
Sunn’s ranch and only found one man there, 
Fiood, the cook. He made it as comfortable 
us possible for Yerdon, who was very ill. 
Next morning Fioud got on a horse and rode 
over to Sand Creek, a distance of fifteun miics, 
reaching there about nouh Saturdysy, and one 
of Mr. Cantlin’s men came to Rawiias, reach- 
irg hereabov' 6:30 p.m. In ieses than half 
an hour Mr. Wallace, muster of Government 
transportation at this point, and John McAn- 
drewns, tbe w master, hud, with Dr. Ma- 
ere, started for the place with two horses 
and a buckboard.

A WHALE STORY. 


An Old Sea-Salt Astonishes the Land- 
Lubbers. 
From a New York Special Dispatch. 

Capt. Sundberg, of the iron steamship New- 
port, of the New York and Cuba Mail Steam- 
ship Line, to-day related the experience of 
his last trip. He said: 

‘‘We left New York with one hundred and 
thirteen passengers on board. ‘Thursday 
evening and Fridsy morning at about 8 o’clock, 
off the Capes of Delaware, we ran into an im- 
mense schoo! of whales. Such a sight I never 
saw before, and I believe nobody before ever 
did. They were the regular sperm whales, 
the most valuable known to commerce, and 
the school was certainly from a quarter to 4 
half mile wide and twenty milesin length. 
There were willions of them—enough to load 
down every vessel in the port of New York. 
{be weather was delightfui, the sea smooth, 
and the passengers were mostly on deck. 
They were of all sizes, froin small ones up to 
great fellows sixiy-five and seventy feetin 
iength. 


‘Suddenly Irelt ashock of rupning into 
something. The vessel had run onto one of 
tuem, a Whale fully sixty feet in length strik- 
ing it at right apgles avout. in its middle. 
the headway of the vessei Was not perceptl- 
biy diminished, although the shuock nearly 
‘brew everv one from yis feet. As theves- 
-el struck the Whale the creature threw up its 
flukes, and a perfect deluge of Water came 
over the bow. ‘The sharp bow of the vessel 
cut the monster completely intwo, the head 
coming upon tke sturboard ane the ta:l onthe 
portside. Asthe ports went a-tera the sea 
wss covered with vicod and entrals. Toe 
whale would bave yiel:icd thece or four hun- 
ared barrels of oi]. Wo -lamage was done to 
an\ thing except the steam steeriog geer. The 
shock threw this out of order, the coacussivna 
closing some of the vaives and for some tittle 
time, until this cou:d be fixed, we hac io steer 
the vessel by hand. We were going at the 
rate of tifteen knutsanbour. The whales 
were everywhere, On all sides, as far as we 
could see. When the severed head of the 
whale came up it shot up six feet in the air, 
so that everybody could see it. Kverybody 
was thunderstruck. 

“Ten minutes later we experienced another 
and a severer shock. We hadrun plumb over 
another and a still larger one. The mate was 
standing on the bow this time, and we struck 
it squarely, and cut this one in two,just as we 
did the first one. The head sank, and then 
rose on the port side, but the body passed 
under theship. The vesse! was sh:ken from 
stem to stern, and the hody of the whale 
struck the propeller as iftcame from under 
the ship. The engineer rushed on deck, 
thinking we had run over a log or had struck 
on an unknown rock. The headway was per- 
ceptibly lessened, and there was getting to be 
altogether too much ofthis sort of thing to 
be pleasant. Hadit beenin the night, and 
the Whales not visible, I should certainly have 
thought we had touched a rock orrun overa 
wreck. I then ordered the course of the ves- 
sel changed, and we ran out of the school, 
although they were visible for a long time 
afterward at a distance.”’

CARS WITHOUT HORSES. 


A Philadelphian’s Idea for Propelling 
Street Cars. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 


The test of the compressed air motor now 
being constructed by President Work, of toe 
People’s Passenger Railway Comouiuation, 
will occur on the Germantown éund of the 
Fourtn and Eighth within the next ten days. 
The most sanguine expectations are indu!zed 
in by Mr. Work and his directors as to the 
result ofthe experiment. It is held thutit 
will provea saving in the cost of running 
sireet cars of at ieast twenty-five per cent. 
The motor is being constructed afcer waat is 
known as the Mekarski system of com- 
pressed air propulsion or traction, the in- 
vention deriving its pame from the pateatee, 
a Frenchman, who, in common with a nun- 


ber cf capitalists in bis owa  coun- 
try, is part of a company bolding ail 


rmybts for the introduction of the system iato 
u-e in Other countries. The place in which 
the first practical working of the system went 
into «effect was Nantes, France, and the time 
about three years age. It was them an ex- 
periment, but succeeded so well that the 
tramway companies in that city adopted it 
exc.usively and have used it with satisfaction 
ever since. Afterward it was introduced on 
the tramway lines of Wantage, in EKogland, 
where it also proved satisfactory and has now 
entirely superseded animal power. At pres- 
ent avumber ofcars are being constructed 
for use on all the lines of the London Street 
Tramway Company in the Eogtish metropo- 
lis. A company has been formed in that 
country, a8 a sort of auxiliary to the French 
company, for the purpose of entering 
into contracts wita the street railway 
companies for the use of the motor ata 
charge for each car of twelve cents per mile. 
This, it is held, will net the company a protit 
os thirty-three ver cent, as careful estimates 
of expenses, based or actual experience, have 
uemonstrated that thecost of traction vy this 
system is eight cents per mile. The cars will 
run With oone charge of compressed air for 
ten miles. The cost at}Nantes, France; of the 
traction by compressed air in the year 1830, 
according to the official report, was nine and 
one-half cents a mile. Comparisons made 
between tnis reportand the reports of the 
cost of running the principal two horse rail- 
ways of Paris by animal power showa big 
difference. The costof the running of cars 
by horses on the Tramway Nord, of Paris, in 
1880, was fourteen cents per mile. The cost 
ofthe same kind of power on the Tramway 
Sud was fourteen and one-half cents per 
mile. Thecostof traction by dummy steam 
engines in Paris during 1880 was sixteen and 
three-quarter cents per mile. 

President Work says the question of the 
reduction of fares on the lines which his com- 
bination controls depends entirely upon their 
ability to find a method of propulsion that 


| will bring the running expenses below their 


picsent cost. Animal power is always cost- 
ly, and especially so, he says,in a season 
when feed is dear, like the present time. If 
the compressed air motor does all thatis 
claimed for it the solution of the cheap fare 
problem is already at hand. Fhe motor which 
will be run as am ¢€xperiment by the People’s 
Line will weigh from five to sixtons. The 
worhibg arrangements, machinery and all, 


are bidden from sizht. Below the floor of 
ihe car are piaced trangversely 
ten cylindrical reservoirs, constructed 


of sicel plates, for the revention of tue 
compressed air. Sevin of these are united 
into one system, called the “‘battery,’’? and 
the remaining three are united into a secoad 
system, called the “‘reservoir.”’ The capacity 
of the battery is 67 81 cubic feet and that of 
the reservoir 31.08 cubic feet, making a total 
of 98 8&9 cubic feet. Both the battery and res- 
ei voir wi'l be charged at the principal station 
with air compressed to thirty atmospheres. 
The driving wheels will be about two feet 
four inches in diameter, while the hind 
wheels will be about two feet six iaches in 
diameter. The bearings wiil be texterna! to 
the wheels, and outside these bearings on 
the driving axil will be the cranks, with 
counterbalances forged on, and retura cranks 
with double pins to work the link motious 
for the slide valves, The cylinders are placed 
horizontally in front of the driving wheels, 
end are o*s inches in diameter by 10'< inches 
stroke. 

The engines, with all their gearing, are in 
wrought-iron cases, with doors to open at 
the sides. In front of the car, standing ver- 
tically through the driver’s piatform, is a 
small reservoir charged with water at a tem- 
perature of 820 cegrees Fakrenheit, which 
gives a pressure of jo pounds to the square 
inch. The air in passing from the battery 
or from the reservoir, as the case may be, to 
the engines, is made to traverse the water ia 
the reservoir, tous becoming heated to its 
temperature before it reaches the cylinders, 
in Which it is expanded by the action of the 
ordinary Mink motion. The construction of 
the motor and placing it on the road is under 
the general supervision of Col. Gowen, an 
Englishman, who represents the French 
colmpapy in this country and who will short- 
ly introduce the motors for the purpose of 
experiment on one of the street railways of 
Boston. 

In referenee tothe report that President 
Work and President Kemble ara both seekiny 
to buy out the Thirteenth and Fifteenth Street 
Line, additional interest was aroused yester- 
dav by the further rumor that Mr. Work 
bad made a A pomp to President Ackley 
to put up $80,000 as an earnest of his inten- 
tions to make good his proposition to take the 
road and pay the stockholders the Sliding 
scale dividends as published inthe Times of 
Sunday last.

BEFRIENDING GANBLERS. 

Forced by its alliances, personal and other- 
wise, the Republican to-day devotes a half col- 
umn of carefully-worded editorial matter to 
an insidious attack onthe present gambling 
law. There js the usual hypocritical snive! 
about the enormity of gambling and the uni- 
versality of the desire to suppress it, but the 
object is to bring odium on the JOHNSON 
Law and excuse the police authorities for 
their palpable neglect to enforce it. It is 
assumed that the law is unnaturally severe in 
its penalties and that it must fail because 
public sentiment will not sustain it. The 
declaration is made thatthe State of Missouri, 
in declaring public gambling a felony, has 
taken a step far in advance of all other 
States of the Union, standing solitary, unique 
and ‘‘ececentric.’” As a matter of fact 
gamblers are sent to the penitentiary in Llli- 
nois on a third conviction andin Indiana the 
offense has long been punished by imprisoa- 
ment. Itis further assumed by the Republican 
that the present law makes gambiing of every 
form a felony, punishable with confinement 
in the penitentiary, whereas it is only the 
men who setup gambling devices and in- 
veigle other men to play who are declared to 
be felons. There is no provision whatever 
against genteel “poker.” It issimply such 
games as keno, faro and roulette—games in 
which gambling devices are employed—that 
the new law reaches and aims to suppress. 


could be arraigned as heretofore, could plead 
guilty and pay a simple fine. Hence their 
sensitiveness is unwarranted and their sym- 
pathies have been unduly aroused. We regard 
the present JOHNSON law as very severe and 
it isstilla question whether it can be prac- 
tically enforced and whether it is constitu- 
tional. So long as it remains upon the stat- 
utes the attempt should at least be made to 
enforce it and the sooner public officials un- 
aerstand it the better it will be for them. 

The learned gentleman who writes for the 
Republican assumes further that the new law 
does away With the old system of “raiding” 
the gambling-houses, leaving to the grand 
jury the responsibility of inquiring into all 
infractions of the statutes and presenting the 
violators for punishment. This is a violent 
supposition and one that does great injustice 
to the intelligence and legal experience of the 
able editor. Public gambling is now a felony 
and the police authorities are required to use 
the same precautions in suppressing it that 
they employ in preventing burglary. They 
are required to descend upon all establish- 
ments where they have reason to believe that 
gaming devices are being publicly exhibited. 
If a policeman hears the cry of ‘*keno” issu- 
ing from a building, or hears a stentorian 
voice announcing that ‘‘there are forty-six 
cards pegged and that nineteen is the first 
number,” itis justas much nis duty to 
make a descent and capture the tools as it 
would be to foree his way into the building 
when the cry of ‘‘murder” or “help” reached 
his ears. For convenience the police author- 
ities have decided not to make raids. They 
have undertaken to provide the Grand Jury 
with testimony upon which indictments couid 
be found against the proprietors of public 
gambling-houses. The grand jury has thus 
far lacked the testimony that seems 
to be requisite. Meantime the gambling- 
houses have been running on full time. They 
have enjoyed immunity from raids. This is 
precisely what they desire and it is this very 
thing that fills the public with doubt and sus- 
picious wonderment.

WHY NOT? 

The holy wrath and indignation with which 
certain Republicans repel even the thought 
of CHAUNCEY I. FILLEY’s elevation to the 
Cabinet is absurd and amusing and shows 
how quickly everything is forgotten in this 
country.

lass the necessity of a meeting to consider the 
matter. 


In accordance with the call the following

District; James F. Edwards, St. Charles coun- 
y Thirteenth District. The members from 
the other districts were absent. Mr. W.H. 
Mayo, the secretary, kept the proceedings.’ 

There were also present as invited _engee 
Gov. Crittenden, State Auditor John Walker of 
Jefferson City, U. 8. Senators Cockrell and 
Vest; Hon. C. E. Peers, Warrenton; Hon, J.R. 
Waddill, Springfield; Mayor J. B. Snell, Fal- 
lerton; Hon. John B. Clark, Fayette; Thos. J. 
Lingle, Clinton, Mo.; George B. Kelley, Poplar 
Bluff; J. G. Prather, Alex. Martin, Lisut.- 
Gov. R. A. Campbell and other prominent 
Democrats otf this city. Ex-Gov. John 8. 
Phelps was in the city and expected to apoear 
before the committee, but was unable to do so 
on account of a pressing engagement. 

YESTERDAY’S MEETING 

was a star chamber proceeding from end to 
end.

The ex-Georgia Senator A. A. Bradley to- 
day argued a motion for a new trial in the 
case of Emmett Jones convicted of murder in 
the first degree.

colored people ‘‘niggers,’’ not ‘‘negroes.’’
